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HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


Those of our readers who have fol- 
lowed closely our market repsrts on 
heavy chemicals for several weeks 
past, have, in a-measure, been pre- 
pared for the large falling off in ship- 
ments to the United states during 
the first four months of the present 
year as compared with the same 
period in 1891. The largest falling 
off was in soda ash, the shipments 
being, exclusive of ‘‘Brunner Mond” 
alkali, only 18,996 tons, against 25,736 
tons for the same period of 1891, thus 
showing a decline of nearly one-third. 
Some dealers affect to explain this 
decrease by asserting that many of 
the large glass manufacturers in the 
West have discarded the use of soda 
ash and are using salt cake, but as 
the shipments of this article for the 
first four months of the year show an 
increase of only about 1,000 tons over 
those of the same period of 1891, the 
inference is that the home manurfac- 
turers of both salt cake and soda ash 
have been the main cause of this de- 
cline in shipments. On the other hand 
itis reported abroad that theUnited Al- 
kali Company and Brunner, Mond & 
Co., have some mutual agreement or 
understanding by which the latter was 
to have full swing in this country 
with their alkali in consideration of 
their not entering into competition 
with bleaching powder. How true 
these reports are we are unable to 
say, as itis doubtful if any one out- 
side of the principals connected with 
these firms have actual knowledge of 
any such agreement if it exists. The 
shipments during July and August 
will probably show an increase, owing 
to the fact that nearly all the glass 
factories will begin operations early 
in September, they having already 
placed contracts for supplies for the 
next fire. 

The next on the list to show a large 
falling off in shipments is caustic 
soda. For the first four months of 
1892 they amounted to only 8,865 tons, 
against 10,748 tons for the same 
period of 1891. The decrease has 
been mainly within the past two 
months, or since the United Alkali 
Co. established their agency in the 
United States. The bulk of the con- 
tracts placed since the establishment 


of this agency have been for 
forward delivery and will show 
lateron. Previous to this, large 


sales were made at a low figure to 
many of the large dealers, and in 
order that these purchases might 
prove advantageous, prices were ad- 
vanced abroad, especially for the 
United States. with restrictions. An- 
othér factor, and a very important 
one, has come to the front during the 
past year. The Solvay Co., who are 
turning out large quantities of both 
low and high test caustic, have made 
large sales extending over the year, 
at prices enough below those named 
for the foreign makes to be advan- 
tageous to both the dealers and con- 
sumers. 

As noted above, the shipments of 
salt cake show an increase, and if late 
reports from abroad can be relied 
upon they will no doubt show a fur- 
ther increase in the near future, as 
stocks abroad are accumulating and 
manufacturers are showing more dis- 
position to enter into competition 
with the domestic makers by re- 
ducing their prices to bring them to 
or below the price of domestic makes, 
in order that they may secure a share 
of the trade in this article. Bleach- 
ing powder is the only other article 
which has held its own, the ship- 
ments being about the same, while 
sal soda shows a decline of only 150 


tons. The imported article, however, 
is fast going out of use, as many of 
the large consumers now use alkali 
instead, the domestic, while being 
cheaper, finds equal favor and is fast 
superseding it among the consumers. 


COTTONSEED OIL EXPORTS. 


Contrary to expectation the exports 
of cottonseed oil during the month of 
April have not been large, the total 
from all ports amounting to only 
840,779 gallons, or about 16,820 bar- 
rels, Of this amount 529,568 gallons 
were shipped from the port of New 
York, 164,190 gallons from Baltimore, 
144,500 gallons from New Orleans and 
2,521 gallons from Boston, none of 
the other ports reporting shipments 
during April. It is apparent from 
this exhibit that there had not been 
large sales made early in the year for 
later shipment, as was the popular 
belief, and the month’s exports is a 
confirmation of our weekly reports of 
the market, which showed a dimin- 
ished demand for export and a gene- 
ral falling off in the movement of 
both crude and refined oil. It has 
been stated that while business in 
this market was slow, there was prob- 
ably a fair movement in other im- 
portant cottonseed oil markets, nota- 
bly in New Orleans and Memphis, 
but the official reports giving the ex- 
ports do not confirm this view, and it 
is now certain that our reports from 
the other centers reflected the condi- 
tion of trade as accurately as have 
our weekly reports of the local mar- 
ket. While it is the general belief 
that the export movement will soon 
show improvement the advance in 
values that has taken place will have 
a tendency to restrict purchases, 
shippers in most instances declining 
to pay the higher prices, claiming the 
condition of the foreign markets is 
unfavorable, and that liberalpurchas- 
ing can only be resumed at lower 
prices or on a change in the condi- 


tions abroad.

LINSEED OIL ADVANCES. 


There is an impression in some 
quarters that a very clear understand- 
ing exists between the principal East- 
ern and Western manufacturers of 
linseed oil on the question of prices, 
That there is some ground for this 
impression seems to be proved by the 
recent fluctuations in market values. 
Two weeks ago, apparertly by unani- 
mous action, the price of linseed oil 
was reduced, and almost as suddenly 
it was restored while on top of that, 
within a week, there has been a gen- 
eral advance of two cents per gallon. 
This appears to indicate one of two 
things, either that the crushers of the 
country are acting in concert against 
outside competitors or that there has 
been and still is so little profit to be 
made out of the oil at the best prices 
obtainable of late, that as soon as the 
crushers of any locality manifest a de- 
sire to get better figures the others 
are only too ready and willing to fol- 
low suit. 

There are not a few people in the 
trade who are disposed to believe that 
the latter reason governs the actions 
of the crushers, their opinion being 
based upon the impression that real 
or imaginary differences prevent any- 
thing like unanimity of action among 
the crushers. On the other hand, 
there are many who firmly believe 
that the manufacturers have reached 
an understanding on the question of 
prices, and that hereafter the market 
will be controlled by the majority and 
that prices will be so regulated as to 
prevent outside holders from obtain- 
ing any material advantage. It is 
said that there will be no more sales 
made for forward delivery, as it was 
such sales that were the undoing of 
the market in the immediate past, 
and that the crushers having gained 
wisdom by experience are not at all 
disposed again to put the controlling 
influences of the market in second 
hands. 

The last advance, which occurred 
on Monday, the 23d inst., is claimed 
to have been the result of the en- 


hanced cost of seed, although, as 
already intimated, other and equally 
potent rea sonsmay have governed the 
action of the crushers, and this latter 
is made the more probable by the fact 
that all recent fluctuations in market 
values have been caused by the ap- 
parently unanimous action of the 
manufacturers above referred to, the 
change originating in the West, and 
being promptly followed by the East- 
ern crushers. 

What the immediate future has in 
store will depend largely upon which 
view of the actuating causes of the 
recent changes in quotations is the 
correct one. If the crushers have 
reached an understanding to main- 
tain quotations, there is doubt that if 
they can carry it out, for the reason 
that avery large stock of cheap oil, 
that must be sold eventually, remains 
in second hands,while the consuming 
demand is not at all what it should be 
at this time of the year. On the other 
hand if the increased price is based 
upon the cost of seed there is a strong 
probabilty that it will not last for any 
length of time, as the improvement 
in seed is based solely upon speculat- 
ive manipulation. The visible sup- 
ply of seed is excessive for this time 
of the year and the only reason that 
has been advanced for the upward 
movement of prices for that commod- 
ity is the possibility of a decreased 
production this year. It remains to 
be seen, however, whether the crop of 
flaxseed will be so -shert- ason 
as to offset phe, Gvbihbduedcoret

THE TONKA BEAN MARKET, y 

In our issue of Getdbpr 44, 1491, -sub- 
sequent to the warehouse-fire fn this 
city in which were damaged some 
80,000 pounds of Angostura tonka 
beans, there was published an editor- 
ial relative to the outlook for this 
article. We at that time foretold that 
“the damaged beans would un- 
doubtedly enter into consump- 
tion in some shape,’ nor were 
we mistaken in our surmise. The 
“shape” in which they have appeared 
and are to-day entering into con- 
sumption is the result of clever and 
careful manipulation. It was impos- 
sible to discover in what quarter this 
damaged stock, which was bought up 
at a mere song, had been disposed of, 
but subsequent events have illustrated 
that upon the shoulders of the holder 
of these goods was a wise head. They 
were not forced upon the market at a 
low figure, but were carefully doctor- 
ed so that, except to the practiced eye, 
they might readily pass for prime 
beans. It is even stated as extremely 
probable that an expert was brought 
over from the producing districts for 
the purpose of getting the damaged 
stock into a presentable condition. 
Whether this is so or not it does not 
in the least affect the main point at 
issue, viz.: that the auction beans 
have been so manipulated that they 
present a fairly good exterior and are 
successfully mixed with prime goods 
and in this way disposed of at a good 
profit. Thus it happens thatit is not 
unusual for so-called ‘‘prime Angos- 
tura’’ beans to be quoted ten or fifteen 
cents below the regular market prices. 
Aside from this method of manipula- 
tion another is also popular. By the 
judicious mixing of a few Surinams or 
Paras with prime Angostura the 
holder is enabled to quote a compara- 
tively low price on the beans and in 
many instances they pass as straight 
goods. 

It may seem peculiar that these 
sophisticated goods should prove 
salable, but when it is considered that 
many consumers, especially in the 
country, attach far more importance 
to low prices than to prime quality 
the absurdity vanishes. These beans 
may, perhaps, ‘‘go”’ in some quarters ;

but ajudge of tonka beans has no 
difficulty in discovering their true 
@haracter. It is, of course, true that 
a dealer may, for the accomodation of 
a good customer, who is buyinga large 
bill cf other goods, put in a few pounds 
of Angostura beans at a price below 
the basis of the market, but this does 
not make the market ;on the contrary, 
the fact that a few pounds can be 
bought at a lower figure than a large 
quantity of strictly prime goods goes 
to show the strength of the general 
feeling. Dealers are looking for 
higher prices than those at present 
ruling, and base their expectations on 
the reports that the new crop promises 
to be an exceptionally small one. 
Whether these expectations are to be 
realized or not, it is certain that there 
are at present no signs of the market 
weakening. Beans ofa poor quality 
will always sell below the market, and 
may even have the effect of demoraliz- 
ing it. Frequent sales of inferior 
goods may be made at low figures, but 
they are amply offset by equally fre- 
quent sules of first class beans at full

AN ADVANCING MARKET FOR RHU-

Time was when the element of 
speculation entered largely into the 
rhubarb market, rendering the prices 
on that article more or less liable to 
fluctuations. That was in the days 
when large holders of the root were 
numerous and consequently competi- 
tion keen. But now the aspect of the 
market is changed. Although there are 
probably as many dealers in rhubarb 
as ever, the number in the local mar- 
ket who handle the article in an ex- 
tensive way is limited. This, of 
course, has had the effect of making 
the market much steadier and the 
price less liable to sudden changes in 


either direction. 


Recently an a ivancing tendency has 
been noticable owing to light stocks 
here and abroad. The London market 
is reperted almost bare and shipments 
amountivg toabout8,000 pounds have 


been made from here to London, 


where prices are advancing. There 


have been scarcely any arrivals from 


the producing districts either to this 


port oz to London.

IS TERRA ALBA DUTIABLE ? 


The new tariff distinctly states that 


terra alba may be imported into this 
country free of duty; but then there 
is a clause in the tariff which provides 
for a duty of one dollar a ton on 
ground gypsum. Now the importers 
do not deny the fact that terra alba is 
ground gypsum, but they do assert 
that it is not commercially known as 
suvh,and that the kind of ground gyp- 
sum that was made dutiable by the 
tariff revisers is what is generally 
known as plaster or land plaster, and 
is as different in appearance from ter- 
ra alba and its uses as day is from 
night. 

Therefore the importers have en- 
tered a protest against the imposition 
of the duty, claiming that the article 
is terra alba, or sulphate of lime care- 
fully ground and clean, and having 
specific uses entirely distinct from 
those of the commercial ground gyp- 
sum. The case is somewhat compli- 
cated by the refunding of duties paid 
under protest on importations made 
shortly after the passave of the pres- 
ent tariff law. That is to say the 
Board of General Appraisers have al- 
ready decided that terra alba is en- 
titled to free entrv. but in spite of

The British Consul at Jerusalem re- 
ports that soap showed a large in- 
crease in the exportation in 1891, as 
against 1890, 4,250 tons having been 
exported in the former year, of the 
value of £124,000, as compared with 
1,418 tons of the value of £44,700 in 
1890.

OLIVER JOHNSON. 


Oliver Johnson, one of the most 
conspicuous men of Providence, R. I., 
passed away on the 20th inst. at his 
residence in that city. His age was 
92 years and 11 months. Mr. John- 
son had been ill for about two weeks. 
The immediate cause of his death was 
heart failure. He sustained a fall in 
his chamber while in the act of kick- 
ing a hassock towards the window, 
resulting in a fractured _— Owing 
to extreme old age the shock natu- 
rally was a severe attack on his con- 
stitution, and he gradually lost vital- 
ity until his death. Mr. Johnson 
leaves a wife and two grandchildren, 
E. A. Johnson and Mrs. Josephine L. 
Greene. 

Although Oliver Johnson was con- 
nected with the well known firm 
which bears his name at its head he 
has taken no active part in its man- 
agement for a good many years.

The British Consul at Kiungchow 
reports that the tremendous decrease 
in the import of kerosene oil in no 
wav affects British trade, or even 
British freights, as no British steam- 
er ever brings keroseue oil into Hvi- 
how. The excessive stocks laid in 
during 1890 are, in the opinion of the 
Commissioner of Customs, the ex- 
planation of this decrease; it is not, 
as one might have thought, the fact 
that a newly imposed “likin” tax of 
20c. per case has been levied during 
the year that accounts for the de- 
crease. A new oil store has been 
built opposite to the custom house, 
and importers are obliged to store 
all but two cases of their oil in this 
public warehouse. 


A lively oil fire occurred last Wed- 
nesday on the trestle of the National 
Docks Railway company, near Jersey 
City. A train of thirty-six tank and 
slat cars, loaded with erude petroleum, 
left the Morrisville cut-off at Trenton 
bound for Communipaw. It had 
reached the Point of Rocks safely and 
had just pulled out upon the trestle- 
work near Wayne street, when the 
king-pin of one of the tank cars broke. 
This caused the forward truck of the 
car to be pulled from beneathit. The 
car fell into the meadow, followed by 
another car, The tank in the meadow 
took fire and the heat split the tank 
open. The oil spread the blaze to the 
trestlework and communicated to 
three of the cars on the tracks above. 
After an hour’s hard work the fire was 

out out as far as the trestle and cars 
it carried were concerned. The tank 
car in the meadow was destroyed.

Oliver Johnson, son of Elisha and 
Asee (Albro) Johnson, was born at 
East Greenwich, R. I., June 14, 1799. 
His paternal! ancestors in this country 
came from Wales and settled on the 
Island of Rhode Island. Benjamin 
Johnson, the grandfather of Oliver, 
served for some time as a judge of 
the Common Pleas Court, and at the 
time of his deuth was one of the 
ry of the Supreme Court of 

hode Island, which position he had 
occupied for several years. Mr. 
Johnson’s maternal ancestors were of 
French descent. He was educated at 
the common school in his native 
town,and at Washington Academy 
at Wickford. Atthe early age of 15 
he began to teach school, and thus 
worked his way through the academy 
and was enabled to acquire a good 
education. He continued to teach 
until he was 23 years of age, bein 
quite successful as an instructor an 
in the management of schools under 
his charge. In 1822 hestopped teach- 
ing, and, with Whipple A. Arnold, en- 
ow in general merchandising at 

entreville, R.I.,the firm name being 
Arnold & Johnson. 


After being thus associated for 
about two years, the partnership was 
dissolved, und Mr. Arnold continued 
to carry on the business alone. He 
next opened a variety store, and hav- 
ing a desire to learn the crag busi- 
ness, added drugs and medicines to 
his stock, For some time he was as- 
sisted by Dr. Knight, and studied 














with him until he had acquireda 
thorough knowledge of the drug bus- 
iness. He continued in business at 
Centreville until 1833, and a part of 


the time while there kept the Gentre- 
ville Hotel, and also engaged in cot- 
ton manufacturing. In April, 1833, 
he removed to Providence, where he 
has since resided. The same year of 
his removal to Providence he and Dr. 
Knight opened a wholesale drug store 
on Weybosset street, where they con- 
tinued until the death of Dr. Knight 
in 1841, the firm style being Oliver 
Johnson & Co. The stock and fix- 
tures of this store were then sold to 
Grosvenor & Chace of Providence, 
and he afterwards opened a store for 
the sale of drugs, groceries, cotton 
goods and manufacturers’ supplies, 
in which he continued alone and ee. 
ceeded in building up a large and 
profitable trade. 


In 1852 he associated with him his 
son, William S. Johnson, and the firm 
continued as Oliver Johnson & Son 
until 1859, when Benjamin W. Spink 
was admitted as a partner, and the 
business has since been conducted 
under the firm name of Oliver John- 
son & Co, 


His uprightness of character and 
business qualifications have won for 
him the esteem of his fellow citizens, 
and caused him to be called upon to 
fill various public positions. e was 
iueees of the peace and notary vube 
ic in Warwick for sometime; ini841« 
52-53-54-56, a member of the city 
council of Providence and for several 
ears a member of the school board. 
© was a representative of the gene- 
ral assembly of Rhode Island in 1854- 
55-57, and was a member of the two 
conventions in 1841, called for the 
purpose of drafting the constitution 
of the state. He has been a director 
in several insurance companies; was 
a director of the City National Bank 
of Providence from 1834 to 1848, and 
has been a trustee of the Mechanics 
Savings Bank since 1864, having been 
one of the incorporators in 1854. 


He has been an active and promi- 
nent member of the Order of Free 
Masons since June 6, 1823. Notwith- 
standing the religious and political 
persecutions to which the Free Mas- 
ons were subjected during the anti- 
Masonic movement, Mr. Johnson re- 
mained firm in his adherence to the 
order. He was twice called before 
the church of which he was then a 
member to answer the charge of being 
a Free Mason, but the charge was 
finally withdrawn. He was elected 
Grand Master of Masons by the Grand 
Lodge of Rhode Island in 1855-56; 
Eminent Commander of St. John’s 
Commandery in 1859, and Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Royal Arch Chap- 
ter of Rhode Island in 1860. 


On the 6th day of July, 1816, when 
17 years of age, he joined the First 
Baptist Church in Exeter, Rhode 
Island. He has been twice married; 
first to Hannah 8S. Davis, daughter of 
Ezra D. and Mehetable (Reynolds) 
Davis. of Davisville, September 4, 
1824, who died May 24, 1862. They 
had two sons, William 8. and Edwin 
A. Johnson, both being dead. He 
married second ar 23, 1864, 
Cordelia M. Stanwood, daughter of 
Solomon and Jane D. (Hdmor) Stan- 
wood of Ellsworth, Me. Mr. Johnson 
was for many years a member of the 
standing committee of the Rhode 
Island Society for the Encovrage- 
ment of Domestic Industry, and has 
given considerable attention to agri- 
culture, having for some time owned 
afarm on Coweset bay in Warwick. 
In 1839 he purchased a residence on 
Broadway, Providence, where he re- 
sided at the time of his death. 

A meeting of the wholesale drug- 
gists of Providence was called to ex- 
press their high appreciation of the 
character and worth of their business

STEPHEN ROMAINE PINCKNEY. 


The sudden death of Stephen R 
Pinckney, which occurred on the 20th 
inst., removes & man who was actively 
associated with some of the most 
stirring events in the history of the 
nation and of the State of New York, 
and has brought grief to a very large 
circle of friends who were endeared 
to him by his sterling qualities of 
mind and heart. 

He was born in New York city 
in the year 1823, and was a mem- 
ber of the celebrated Pinckney fam- 
ily, two of whom were signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
Way back in the ’40s he joined the 8th 
regiment of the state militia when that 
body was known as the Washington 
Greys, and subsequently was com- 
missioned major of the 1ith regi- 
ment. In 1863 he was appointed col- 
onel of the 95th regiment but resigned 
six years later. During the draft riots 
of 1863 he stood by the side of Gov- 
ernor Seymour when he read the riot 
act to the excited populace, and sub- 


sequently at the suggestion of 
that official he assumed com- 


mand of the 7th regiment armory 
then located in Tompkins Square, 
where his services were of such value 
as to receive the personal thanks of 
the Governor. During the sway of 
the Tweed ring Col. Pinckney repre- 
sented the 2ist district in the State 
Assembly and strenuously opposed 
every measure introduced by that 
corrupt body. 

Last December he left this city for 
California with his son who was in 
delicate health, and while on the Pa- 
cific coast was seized by the fatal 
illness which terminated his useful 
life. In his business career 
he was particularly successful. At

Exactly the contray isthe 
case, no more seaworthy steamers of 
their size are afioat, as is proved by the 
fact that several of the fieet have been 
out at seain some of the worst storms 
that have visited our coasts during 
the past ten years. During thesevere 
storm which occured in 1885 or 1886, 
(I forget the exact year,) three of the 
mendaden fieet safely weathered the 
storm at sea while several others were 
wrecked or driven ashore on the New 
Jersey coast, and two ocean steamers 
were compelled to put out to sea, fear- 
ing to approach the coast. The men- 
haden steamers are built to withstand 
heavy seas and often go out when the 
windis blowing a gale. They prove 
to be the best school and graduate 
some ofthe mostefficientseamen, O.T.

The Alcohol Situation. 


Special correspondence to Orn, PAINT AND 
DruaG REPORTER, ) 
Boston, Mass., May 27, 1892. 

The alcohol situation—or rather the 
alcohol trade—is engrossing the inter- 
est of those who have occasion to buy 
alcohol. both dealers and those who 
consume large quantities of alcohol in 
manufactures and arts. The peculi- 
arity about the present situation is 
that there are several prices for alco- 
hol on this market, which has an 
effect the opposite of soothing upon 
the feelings of the buyers of alcohol. 
Reports have come here from points 
outside which spoke of a wanton cut- 
ting of prices, and was to the death 
the bitter end on this market. But 
any established feeling of bitterness 
does not exist, and the status of 
things seems to be that ‘‘the one who 
gets there first is the best fellow,” 
etc. The present disturbing element 
among buyers and sellers of alcohol, 
if such indeed there is, seems to be 
competition between trust aod inde- 
pendent alcohol; but it is the un- 
biassed opinion of your correspond- 
ent, after consulting at length with 
both sides, that the report that has 
gone forth that the price is being cut 
on this market is not founded on fact, 
and is not so. ° 

There are two sides to this question. 
It is true, it may be here remarked, 
that there is more than one, and possi- 
bly more than two prices for alcohol 
on this market. There are several con- 
cerns here who make a specialty of 
dealing in whiskey and alcohol, who 
sell only trustalcohol. The Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Co. are to-day 
quoting their alcohol at $2.26,7 cents 
off, per proof gallon, which is equiva 
lent to 13 24-100 per wine gallon. This 
price, or rather the trust price, what- 
ever it may be, the firms selling trust 
alcohol claim has never been broken, 
either by themselves or by those who 
buy of them. 

When the trust was formed, they 
supposed that they had gathered in 
all the distilleries; but it seems that 
there is plenty of alcohol offering, in- 
dependent of the trust. There is one 
firm here in Boston, and one only. 
which is selling this independent alco- 
hol, and they are selling at a figure 
considerably below the trust’s price, 
less the rebate, or, it is believed, 
nearly as much less the trust’s net 
yLice as the amount of the rebate. 
This concern does not and never has, 
and it states that it never will handle 
a drop of trust alcohol; but when con- 
sulted they stated that they were sell- 
ing alcohol to whoever wanted to buy. 
Itis but fair to state, however, that 
they are probably not soliciting trust 
customers, but that they sell to those 
who apply. This alcohol has nothing 
to do with trust alcohol. 

Itis kearned from an authoritative 
souxe, but not confirmed, that this 
non-trust alcohol comes trom Peoria, 
Ills. It is stated here that the trust 
has made special arrangements of its 
own to oppose this independent alco- 
hol, and to follow it, if need be, to 
cover. In order to accomplish this, 
it is stated that the trust has estab- 
lished in New York the American 
Distilling Company, which is men- 
tioned as an independent concern; 
and as the trust is not supposed to be 
known in this, they are enabled to 
use it through which to quote prices 
under trust quotations, in order to 
meet the price at which the independ- 
ent alcohol is sold here in Boston, at 
the same time maintaining the quota- 
tions of the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding Company.

But while tbe 
trust claims to be maintaining its 
price here, it is claimed bv persons 
outside that they have several prices, 
though from investigation it would 
appear that if they have they are 
based upon the quantity taken at 
one purchase. The sellers of the in- 
dependent product say emphatically 
that they have never handled a drop 
of trust alcohol; that the alcohol they 
are selling has notbing whatever to 
do with the trust, and that they have 
a perfect right to sell it for what they 
please. From this it would seem to 
be asortof guerrilla warfare, based

Paragraph 25 provides for ethers of 
all kinds. Chloride of ethyl is deserib- 
ed as an ether in the United States 
Dispensatory. t 

We find that. chloride of ~— is a0 
ether, and hold that it is dutiable 
under paragraph 25.

benzole,essence of myrbane,myrbane, 
and artificial oil of bitter almonds. 

It is one of the numerous chemical 
compounds the characteristic or dom- 
inating element of which is derived 
from coal tar as a commercial source. 
To produce this substance, benzole, a 
constituant and distillate of coal tar, 
is treated in a closed vessel or still, 
with two parts of fuming nitrie acid 
and one part of concentrated sulphuric 
acid. These acids are gradually added 
to the benzole. with agitation, the 
nitric acid being applied slowly until 
red fumes appear. 

The end of the chemical reaction is 
indicated by the liquid becoming 
colorless, or nearly so, and separating 
into two distinct strata on the addition 
of water. 

The nitro-benzole so precipitated in 
one strata is drawn off and purified or 
refined by distillation. 

The sample of these importations 
now before us is of a pale yellow color, 
has a burning sweet taste, and a smell 
and flavor resembling a mixture of 
oil of bitter almonds and cinnamon. 
The testimony of very learned chem- 
ists, and of others, shows that this 
substance is poisonous and unfit for 
flavoring purposes, although the 
United States Dispensatory states 
that it is so used, 

The several grades met with in 
commerce are known as “light,” 
“heavy” and “very heavy,” boiling 
respectively at 400° to 410° F., 410° to 
428 F.,and 430° to 455° F.  ‘‘Myrbane”’ 
is a fancy name originally applied to 
nitro-benzole when it was first discov- 
ered and intreduced to the public as 
“essence of myrbane.’’ Large quan- 
tities are consumed by manufacturers 
of aniline colors and explosives, while 
the quality under consideration is 
very extensively used by perfumers 
and by soap makers for perfuming 
toilet soap. This substance is gener- 
ally bought and sold by the name of 
oil of myrbane or nitro-benzole, 
although the other names mentioned 
are applied to it, and it may be said 
that it is commercially designated at 
the present time indifferently as nitro- 
benzole, as oil of myrbane, and as 
artificial oil of bitter almonds. 

As may be seen from our desvrip- 
tion of the method of its production, 
oil of myrbane, or nitro-benzole, is a 
chemical compound and an oil 
evolved or precipitated from benzole 
by chemical combination and reac- 
tion, and is not produced or extracted 
by distillation, and therefore is not in 
fact an oil distilled, expressed, or ren- 
dered. In accordance with views 
which we have heretofore expressed 
in other cases, this substance must 
also be considered as a coal tar prep- 
aration, because its dominating ele- 
ment is drawn from coal tar. It also 
has many of the characteristics of an 
essential oil, and when pure it isin 
its chemical constitution almost iden- 
tical with oil of bitter almonds, which 
is a natural essential oil. 

In the foregoing statemens we 
have shown that oil of myrbane or 
nitro-benzole is achemical compound, 
a coal tar preparation, and an oil 
having the characteristics and sub- 
stantially the constitution of anes 
sential oil, although it is not in fact 
an essential oil extracted from or- 
ganic sources. It is adapted for use 
and used for purposes for which es- 
sential oils are used, as well as for 
other purposes. We have had before 
us a number of dealers and importers 
of essential oils, and their printed 

rice lists have been produced. 
hese lists, printed long before. 
the passage of

the present tariff act, contain the 
names and prices of about all the 
essential oils ever known to the trade. 
Among many familiar names we find 
artificial oil of mustard, artificial oil 
of bitter almonds or oil of myrbane, 
and oil of wintergreen, synthetic, all 
substantially produced from coal tar 
and artificial counterparts of the nat- 
ural oils obtained immediately from 
vegetable sources. 

These trade lists, and the state- 
ments of dealers,show that oil of myr- 
bane is classed and bought and sold 
by dealers in and importers of oils as 
an essential oil. 

Upon consideration of the oral and 
documentary evidence before the 
Board, and referring to the works of 
technical writers, we find the follow- 
ing facts: 

_ 1, That the prosenants imported 
into the port of New York at sundry 
times since October 6, 1890, as shown 
in the schedule annexed, certain mer- 
chandise which was assessed for duty 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem as a prepa- 
ration knownas an essential oil, under 
the provisions of paragraph 76, N. T. 

2. That said merchandise was, on 
and before the first. day of October, 
1890, designated in trade and com- 
merce by the names of oilof myrbane 
nitro-benzole,essence of myrbane, and 
artificial oil of bitter almonds. 

3. That the said so-called oil of 
myrbane is a coal tar preparation, 
not a color nor dye; that it is achem- 
ical compound, and a constructed oil, 
similar in its constitution and adapted 
to some of the uses to which essen 
tial oils are applied; that it is an arti- 
ficial counterpert of the natural and 
genuine essential oil of bitter al- 
monds, which is obtained by distilla- 
tion, but it is not a distilled, ex- 
pressed, or rendered oil. 

4. That natural essential oils are 
products mostly obtained direetly by 
distillation, while artificial essential 
oils are chemical compounds and 
preparations. 

5. That “oil of myrbane,” at the 
time meutioned in oursecond finding, 
was listed, bought and sold and offered 
for sale as an essential oil by a large 
number of the importers of and deal- 
ers in essential oils in the United 
States. 

The protestants severally claim that 
this merchandise is subject to duty at 
20 per cent., as a coal tar preparation, 
notacolor or dye, under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 19 of the act of 
October 1, 1890. Paragraph 19 of the 
tariff act imposes a duty of 20 per 
cent, ad valorem upon all prepara- 
tions of coal tar, not colors or dyes, 
not specially provided for in this act. 
We understand this to impose a duty 
upon preparations made of or from 
coaltar, whenthe same are not speci- 
ally provided for. Coal tar prepara- 
tions embrace chemical compounds of 
every variety, including alkalis, salts, 
acids, and oils. Except for reas ns 
hereinafter stated, we should have no 
hesitation in holding that ‘‘oil of 
myrbane”’ was dutiable under para- 
graph 19 as acoal tar preparation, if 
it did not appear, as shown in our 
findings, that it was listed, bought, 
sold, and offered for sale as an essen- 
tial oil by dealers in that class of 
merchandise. Also considering that 
this substance is in fact an oil, having 
the characteristics of an essential oil; 
that itis advertised and offered for 
sale and extensively bought and sold 
as an essential oil, although it may 
not be universally dealt in as such, it 
seems to us that within the meaning 
of paragraph 76 it is a preparation

Linseed Crop of Russia in 1891, 


REPORT BY CONSUL-GENERAL CRAWFORD 


Owing to the fact that the Official 
statistics touching the crop of farm 
products in Russia are published lat, 
in the year following the harvest it is 
exceedingly difficult to obtain at’ thig 
time reliable information with refer. 
ence to the crop of linseed for 189 
However, I have succeeded in secur. 
ing privately from the secretary of 
the imperial minister of finance some 
data relative thereto, which I ho 
will be of some interest to the Depart. 
ment. 

As mentioned in my previous report 
upon “Russia Farm Products in 189." 
the growth of flax and hemp in the 
southern, southeastern, and partly in 
the central governments was inter. 
fered with by the dry weather prevail. 
ing there during the greater part of 
the summer. On the other hand, the 
crop in the western and northern dig. 
tricts was very satisfactory; in some 
instances, in fact, being better than 
that of the preceding year, as may be 
seen from the following figures show. 
ing the linseed crop of the sixty gov. 
ernments of European Russia in 1891, 
as compared with that of the previous 
year, total 1891, 13,860,874, and 189, 
11,805,171. 

It will be seen that Russia produced 
11,000,000 of linseed in 1891, or about 
2,000,000 bushels less than the previous 

ear, which, however, is considered 

ere as being an average linseed crop 
in Russia.

some 300 tons have changed hands 
during the week. The Post, Boynton, 
Strong Co. telegraph us from Chicago 
that the market there has remained 
quiet though a considerable quantity 
of lead has changed hands in the 
neighborhood of 4c, most of the 
sales being for future delivery.

Pig Lead.—The position of this arti- 
cle is more or less affected by the 
heavy rains. Some of the mines are 
reported as flooded, and the super- 
fluity of water, generally, interferes 
with shipments. In fact, there is a 
possibility that some of the western 
refineries will be forced to shut down 
in consequence of the flood. Sales 
for the week at Chicago have been 
circumscribed within narrow limits 
(falling below 700 tons) and have been 
chiefly of Missouri. Prices have 
ranged from 412%c@415c, the mar- 
ket closing rather quiet, but with 
sellers at the outside only. The latter 
are encouraged by to-day’s cables 
from London, which indicate a firm 
market at the center, with English 
lead at £10 12s 6d@£12 1s; with Span- 
ish at £10 11s 3d.

The Cost of a Pound of Glass. 


BY R. M. ATWATER. 


The solution of this question is the 
most critical one in the business part 
of the glassmaker’s success. Arun 
through the packing records of some 
well practiced shop, on some long 
standard order, that gives a basis for 
an easy solution, is the usual way. 
In old times when there was a large 
margin in the business, such easy 
—s might be safe, but those 

es are past. 
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The manufacturer who can give the 
most accurate statement of what any 
ware that he is making costs him is 
the one who can make the most accu- 
rate forecast as to any bottle for 
which he is asked to give a price. He 
will sometimes astonish his competi- 
tor by a price apparently very low, 
= from his standpoint allowing a 

andsome profit, and he will also es- 
cape those dangerous orders that are 
simply holes into which good money 
is poured to waste by knowing where- 
in they are not profitable. t is the 
careful calculator who does a profit- 
able business, not the large sweeper- 
in of all shapes and sizes. 

The whole matter comes down to a 
problem in division: The dividend is 
the total cost of the glass made; the 
divisor is the number of pounds 


acked ready for market; the result 
8 the cost of one pound of glass. 
But before this final division is 


made the problem must be simplified. 
There are certain unvarying elements 
in the cost of a gross of bottles and 
other variable elements. If we seek 
a constant we must separate the two 
sets of elements. The coal, batch ma- 
terials, shearing, packing, clerking 
and general yard work, are the same 
whether the pound of glass is worked 
into 2 0z., 8 oz. or pint bottles, but the 
blowing, boys, the loss and the boxes 
are quite different. So we will set 
these items aside and calculate the 
cost of the pound of glass, ready to 
ship, omitting these items. 

After many trials the writer has 
found the only safe basis for a calcu- 
lation of this problem is a year’s run. 
The annual account of stock is of 
great additional value when it affords 
also the reliable data for this prob- 
lem. So we begin the series forming 
the great dividend with: 

1. The rent of the works. 

2. The cost of the annual repairs of 
furnaces, lears, ete. The stacks and 
caves belong properly in tlie real es- 
tate account. 

8. The cost of pots actually used. 
This may be quite different from the 
cost of pots made, which gives the 
cost of a pot, but the item for the es- 
timate can only be obtained from the 
record of pots set. This record should 
be kept by the pot maker in perma- 
nent, accessible form. 

4. The labor roll. This must be 
carefully revised in order to sort out 
such amounts as are included in other 
accounts, as furnace repairs, pot 
making, box making, etc. Also, if 
any work like grinding, stoppering, 
etc., isdone it must be excluded, as 
these items are separateiy estimated 
in figuring on estimates. The right 
analysis of the factory labor account 
is of great value to the intelligent 
manufacturer, as it will often reveal 
the hidden leaks of his business. 

5. Fuel. This includes coal for 
melting. glory hole and lears, kilns, 
pot arches, boilers and for every tire 
employed in the works. If it is de- 
sired to keep a special record of the 
coal to glass or sand, it may be done 
onaseparate account, but only the 
above — comprehends the true 
cost of fuel needed for a pound of 
glass. 

The best way to ascertain the 
amount of fuel is to take the coal on 
hand on the beginning of the year, 
add to it from the coal bill all the 
coal paid for, and presumably deliv- 
ered during the year, and deduct 
from their sum the amount of coal on 
hand at the end of the year. This is 
the only safe way. o weekly or 
monthly weighing of the coal fora 
factory will suffice. It is the coal 
that has been paid for that counts, 
and that amount only appears rightly 
in the above way. 

6. The same applies to the batch 
materials. No glass manufacturer in 
this country to-day knows how much 
soda goes into his batch, save one, 
who, we learn, has recently had the 
wisdom to add a chemist to his staff. 
But it is not hard to find from the 
soda bills, plus the stock on hand at 
the beginning of the year, minus the 
amount of stock at the end of the 
year, how many pounds have been 
used, Anditis a valuable item for 
the owner who is seeking to account 
for the difference between his paper 
profits and the hard gold. 

The other items of the batch ac- 
count, as they are of minor cost, may 
be safely taken from_the batch book, 
which should record each day, ina 
permanent and accessible manner, 
the number of pounds of batch mixed. 
This batch book becomes a valuable 
criterion of the true condition of the 
furnace, as, if glass is poor, less is 
worked, and so less new metal re- 
quired. If pots were bad, or thefurn- 
ace does not melt, it is all shown on 
the batch book.

They are constructed on an extensive 
scale, being the largest of the kind in 
Japan, and are capable of turning 
out all classes of soap, such as ‘laun- 
dry,’ ‘marine,’ soft soap, and all vari- 
ties of toilet soaps. 

“The technical chemical, and man- 
ufacturing operations are conducted 
by an expert procured in Germany. 
Some of the export business is done 
through local foreign firms. 

“Tt is not possible to give the exact 
sum expended in starting the estab- 
lishment, but, in round numbers, the 
outlay, so far, on plant, buildings, 
and machinery has been from £9,500 
to £11,083. or in view of the recent 
date of the establishment, can ac- 
curate statements be made as to aver- 
age output, but it is stated that the 

roduction has rapidly and stead- 
ly increased from the commence- 
ment, and has _ partially sup- 
planted the import of soap from 
America; whilst the cheap toilet 
soaps are manufactured and sold 
here at a cost with which those im- 
ported from Germany cannot compete. 

“‘The machinery employed and the 
various apparatus for heating, dry- 
ing, and polishing are of the latest 


type. 
EA great deal of the raw material 
is imported, such as cocoanut and 
palm oil. Tallow is also used, but 
this is generally obtained locally. 
For making some of the lower priced 
rades, vegetable and fish oils of 
Fapanese production are extensively 
used. The washing soaps are put up 
in various ways to suit local require- 
ments and to meet the wants of con 
sumers, but where it has to be sent 
long distances or to compete with im- 
orted soaps, it is usually packed in 
poxes holding 25 bars, weighing 42lbs. 
The toilet soaps are sent out princi- 
pally in bulk, and the Japanese whole- 
sale dealers put them up to suit their 
own taste. In fact,in this respect, 
the proprietor’s prinéiple seems to be 
to make what suits local require- 
ments, and with that object soaps 
are made on contract with local deal. 
ers bearing special marks and designs 
to order, and very often do not have 
impressed upon them the manfactur- 
er’s name in any shape.* 

“The cost of labor is very moder- 
ate, unskilled men being paid at the 
rate of 10%d a day te 1s 4d a day, 
and women 4d a day to 64d a day. 

“The works are capable of a total 
output, annually, of 160,000 boxes of

laundry soap, say 2,000 tons, and 
of 140,000 dozen cakes of toilet soap. 

‘Besides soap these works also 
manufacture soda crystals. The al- 
kali from which these are made is im- 
ported from England. It can be sold 
at much lower prices here than that 
imported, owing to the great loss in 
weight which occurs during the voy- 
age. The article is produced princi- 
pally during the wintermonths, when 
the demand for soap is less than in 
summer. The average output of soda 
crystals is some 1,000 cwts. a month.

The oil market as a whole presents 
very few interesting features. There 
has been a sharp advanced in linseed 
oil and cocoanut oil is higher both 
here and abroad, while cottonseed oil 
is very firm. Apart from this. how 
ever, there are no features worthy of 
special mention, the general trade be- 
ing of a moderate jobbing character, 
while prices as a rule are steadily 
maintained. The committee appoint- 
ed to draft a constitution and by-laws 
for the Oil Trade Association has com- 
pleted its labors add will present its 
report at a meeting to be held on 
Thursday next, notice of which will 
be found on page 27. 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed Oil.—On Monday last the 
crushers announced an advance of 2c 
per gallon, appiying equally to the 
Eastern and Western product. The 
causes which produced this advance 
are considered in our editorial col 
umns. The upward movement has 
not stimulated the demand to any 
extent even though it is given out 
that it will in all probability be fol 
lowed by a further rise. Buyers who 
are not at all pressed for supplies re- 
alize that there is still a large quan- 
eA of cheap oil in second hands and 

ieve that they can get it at a con- 
cession from ruling rates by waiting. 
This outside oil seems to be the 
thorn in the side of the crush- 
ers and until it is disposed of 
there is little prospect of a per- 
manent improvement in _ values. 
As there is a good deal of it yet to be 
delivered, it is likely to prove a de- 
preases factor for some time to come. 

n the meantime, representatives of 
out-of-town mills are offering little oil 
here, and city crushers decline to ac- 
cept ‘offers of less than 42c for raw oil. 
No business to speak of has been done 
since our last, most of the reported 
sales being of small porns lots. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The high prices de- 
manded for the various grades of oil 
have in a measure checked trading 
to a considerable extent during the 
past week, Either buyers have large 
stocks on hand or they have not yet 
realized that the advance in values 
hascome to stay. There is very little 
oil held outside ths chief hold- 
ers if we except two or three 
lots in the South, and if reports are 
correct these have been withdrawn 
for the present, consequently buyers 
are obliged to pay the price demanded 
when they are in need of oil. On 
our editorial page we give the ex- 
ports for April, all of which confirm 
the reports of the dullness which 
has existed in this branch of trade 
for the past month, within the 
past few days, however, a large block 
of refined oil has been taken for home 
consumption on private terms; be- 
yond this, trading has been re- 
stricted to jobbing wants. Choice 
crude continues scarce, and will 
readily bring full prices; offers 
of 2c for prime summer yellow 
for June and 33c for July delivery, 
failed to bring out sellers. Early 
in the week a lot of 500 bbls choice 
crude was picked up 29c, also 200 bbls 
prime crude at 29c and 200 bbls choice 
crude at 29%c, 700 bbls prime yellow 
at 31c, 150 bbls off yellow at 30c 250

The week under review, like that 
which preceded, has been devoid of 
ial features of interest to the spec- 
ative operators and very little has 
t aken place of interest to others. The 
field news has been watched by the 
operators, but apparently they have 
found nothing to encourage specu 
lative transactions, trading having 
been much lighter than during the 
week preceding; in fact, it was only 
at rare intervals that a sale could be 


effected. The price has varied little, 
but the market is very sensi- 
tive to well news, and should 


any material addition be made 
to the output by new wells showing 
large production, a break would re- 
sult, though a decline in production 
fails to alarm those who pin their 
faith on a continuance of the low 
prices. A buying movement is about 
the only lever that would cause prices 
to advance, but as this is regarded as 
about as likely to take place as an 
earthquake no apprehension is felt, 


and there is consequently a 
firm. belief that without radi- 
eal changes in both the field 


and statistical situaticns, the pro- 
ducers can have no hopes of an 
important or permanent improvement 
of values. The daily reports of the 
pipe lines show a continued excess of 
runs over deliveries and the indica- 
cations point to further considerable 
additions to the stocks during the 
present month, although the increase 
ig nut expected to reach the amount it 
did durivg April. The production in 
the McDonald field keeps up re- 
markably well, but it is entirel 
due to the activity of the drill. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
39,000 bbls (39,000 N. T. and 0,000 Bb.) 
nst 80,000 bbls forthe preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
shange amounted to 48,000 bbls, 
against 126,000 bbls during the pre- 
= week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the Oil City exchange 
amounted to 944,000 bbls, against 
734,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Monday, when 57%c¢ was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 55%c, and was touched on 
Saturday. ‘the opening price last 
Monday was 57c, and the close this 
noon was at 55%c, showing a loss 
of 1c as the result of the week's trad- 
ing; while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for the week was 1c. There 
were no sales of Buckeyes, and the 
price remains nominally 14%c. 
Sistersville is still attracting con- 
siderable attention. The advange 
wells are all delayed by fishing jobs 
and the territory is consequently 
being developed slowly. Grace & Co. 
have started to pump the salt water 
out of their well on the Whitten farm 
and Captain Grace said that it would 
be good for 150 barrels a day, judging 
from other wells on the Ohio side 
of the river. J. C. Tennant & Co. 
succeeded in getting the tools out of 
their well on the Morrison and Mce- 
Cormick farm, east of Sistersville. Ira 
Dewitt is reported to have strucka 
strong gas vein at 1,500 feet in the test 
well which he is putting down near 
Cairo. The production of the McDon- 
ald field was 23,500. The hourly gauges 
were as follows: Matthews’ No. 3, 20;

The Russian Petroleum Industry. 


The following letter was recently 
received by Mr. John Eaton, Oil City, 
from Mr. L. D. Galligan, stationed at 
oe an agent for the Oil Well Sup- 

ly Co. : 
" Baku, Russia, April 13, 1892. 

For the first time in several months 
we have a statement of the Baku pe- 
troleum industry, which is due to the 
enterprise of the Gazette Caspia. 
Several attempts have been made by 
the syndicate and other self appointed 
guardians of the business to furnish 
these reports. They have doneso for 
a few months, but for the want of the 
mighty rouble could not continue, I 
send you the Caspia’s report to the 
first of March and trust you will un- 
derstand it. 

During the last few weeks this old 
“exhausted territory” got on a spree, 
furnishing to the already over-burd- 
ened production six new fountains, 
one of which (Noble’s) jpeodene’ 50,000 
bbls., (not poods) per day. Bring on 
your McDonalds! The other five all 
told produced say another 50,000 bbls., 
(don’t think there is any too much 
there). This, thank fortune, was only 
of afew week’s duration, for at this 
writing they have all stopped. 

But in noting these things, while 
all were in the heart of the territory, I 
should also add that all were from a 
depth of 160 sagins, (1,120 feet), some 
350 feet deeper than the average wells 
are here, which indicates that deeper 
drilling must and will be resorted to, 
and also means cabel drilling, as pole

North of the Sistersville deve’ op. 
ment on the Ohio side, five mileg 
above and one and a half back from 
the river McGrew Bros., after fishing 
for several months at 1,200 feet have 
abandoned the hole and moved the 
rig, and have just started to spud at 
the second hole. 

The first substantial results of the 
drill in this territory were confined to 
the Ohio side, but there was a well 
founded opinion that the oil bearing 
sand did not stop short with the Ohio 
river, but extended across. The old 
Polecat well was drilled more than 
two years ago but there was such 4 
tremendous flow of salt water and 
such a little show of ojl that after 
several unsuccessful efforts to pum 
it through two and one-half ine 
tubing, it was abandoned till some 
three months ago, when four inch 
tubing and heavy rods were put in 
and its production has increased to 
about 50 bbls. a day, but it still pro 
duces nearly 2,000 bbls. of salt water 
in the same length of time. ; 

At present there are eight producing 
wells on this side of the river with an 
aggregate daily production of 900 bbls. 
Of the entire output the Ludwig & 
Mooney well located on the E. Russell 
farm, is producing nearly one half of 
the amount. Tbe remaining sevel 
are producing all the way from 1é to 
125 bbls. aday. The Patty, Mercer & 
Apple well on the E. Wells farm has 
just been completed and is pumping 
at about 75 bbls. a day. It shows an 
extension of the field a mile to the 
southwest in a 22 degree line from the 
developments on the Ohio side. 

The discoveries thus far do not seem 
to conform to any of the old familiar 
22 or 45 degree lines. . 

Good wells have been drilled 00 
both sides of the river for a distance 
of a mile on the Ohio side, and fully 
twice as far on this side of the river. 
The general course of the river at 
this point is from northeast to south- 
west on about a 36 degree line. 
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“A small quantity is also shipped 
to the United States. 

“The splints employed in match 
manufacture are largely made in the 
Hokkaido from window wood.* Some 
of them, however,are cut on the prem- 
ises where they are used, the wood be- 
ing obtained from the provinces of 
Yamato, Harima, and Tamba, and 
also from the island of Shikoku. 

“The operatives engaged in the in- 
dustry ti as a rule, to a ver 
poor class. The wages of mail work- 
range from 7d. per diem to 2d. per 
diem ; those of the females employed 
from 44d. per diem to 14d. perdiem. 

“The match boxes are made from 
pine wood, the material being obtain- 
ed from the provinces of Harima and 
Ku. When exported, 100 dozen small 
boxes are placed in larger boxes, six 
of which are packed in a case lined 
with sheet zinc. The value of the 
case varies from £2 2s, 9d. to £1 5s. 8d. 

“The manufactures have hitherto 
consisted almost entirely of safety 
matches. Up toa short time ago a 
regulation was in existence, by which 
the manufacture of phosphorous 
matches was prohibited. But in view 
of the fact that there is a large de 
mand in China for non-safety matches 
the prohibition was mostly with- 
drawn, and one or two houses have 
now commenced their manufacture. 
The amount of phosphorous matches 
turned out bears a very small pro- 
portion to the total produced. 

‘The manufacturers in Hiogo and 
Osaka are all members of a‘ Match 
Manufacturers’ Union,’ a local grild 
which was established a few years 
ago with the ohject of improving the 
quality of the matches produced, and 
the regulations of which have re- 
ceived the sanction of the Govern- 
ment.’’—British Consular Report.

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The Sponge Fishery of Tripoll. 


The British consul makes the fol- 
lowing report to his goverment on 
the sponge fishery of Tripoli for the 
year 1891: 

The sponge fishery on the coast of 
Tripoli is entirely in the hands of 
Greeks, and is carried on by means 
of numerous small craft of small 
tonnage, employing about 700 men 
amongst them. he fishing takes 
place in the summer months only, 
and by four different methods, viz., 
by machine boats or those which are 
yrovided with diving apparatus, by 

angara boats or trawlers. by har- 
poon boats, and by diver’s boats. 

Last summer there were 21 diving 
machines in use which naturally se- 
cure the best sponges, as the divers 
have time to select and cut them, 
whereas the trawl nets and ordinary 
divers tear away the sponges from 
the bottom without examining them, 
and the harpoon boats can only fish 
in comparatively shallow water. The 
vaiue of these sponges, after being 
dried, is from 15 fr. an oke to 20 fr. an 
oke. They are sent mostly to Greece, 
but there are a few buyers on the 
spot who send some to the London 
and Paris markets. The best sponges 
are found to the westward of Tripoli, 
the quality becoming inferior toward 
the east. The diving is dangerous 
owing to the presence of sharks an 
other accidents to be met with, such 
as remaining under water too long,or 
diving beyond the proper limits, 
which often exhausts the divers and 

roves fatal to them. The cost of 
icenses for fishing varies from £3T. 
to £32Lf., according to the mode by 
which it is carried on.

The Rapid Testing of Agricultural 
Phosphates. 


Messrs. Charles and E. Deiss have 
communicated the following process 
to the Industrial Society of Marseilles. 
Ten grams of substance are treated 
with hot sulphuric acid, which con- 
verts the basic into acid or monobasic 
phosphates. The liquid is filtered 
and carbonate of soda added until 
until there is an alkaline reaction. 
Allthe acid phosphates are decom- 
posed. After boiling to remove car- 
bonic acid which dissolves a little 
phosphate of lime, the liquid is fil- 
tered and the alkaline filtrate satur- 
ated with dilute sulphuric acid to 
convert the neutral or basic sodium 
phosphate into acid phosphate. 

The solution is again boiled and al- 
lowed to cool, and two or three drops 
of methyl orange, and some drops of 
phenolphthalein are added. 


The liquid becomes pink from the 
action of the acid on the methyl or- 
ange. A standard solution of caustic 
soda is then added until the disap- 
pamene >. the pink tint, the liquid 

eing of a pale yellow shade. or- 
mal caustic soda solution (31 grms. 
Na,O per litre) is then added, until 
the red coloration of the phenol- 
phthalein is produced. Each cubic 
centimetre of this solution required 
represents 1°47 of phosphoric acid. 


The theory of this process is that 
methyl orange retakes its yellow 
color as soon as the su)phuric acid is 
saturated, acid phosphate of soda 
having no action upon it; as soon as 
the acid phosphate is converted into 
neutral, the phenolphthalein be- 
comes colored red, as observed by

Alsing’s Patent Cylinder 
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Joly, and henco the amount of phos- 
phoric acid can easily be determined. 
To determine the absorbable phos- 
phoric acid a second pen of 10 
grams is treated with ammonium 
citrate or acetate acid, to remove the 
soluble phosphate, and then proceed 
ing as before the amount of absorb 
able acid is got by difference. 

By treating the precipitate pro- 
duced by sodium carbonate with 
concentrated acetic acid, the soluble 
basic phosphate of lime is removed 
and the phosphoric acid present as 
phosphate of iron and aluminium can 
then be determined. 

The determination of phosphoric 
acid by this means has the advan- 
tage, according to the authors, of 
possessing the rapidity and precision 
of an alkalimetric titration.—L’£n- 
grais.

The condition in which candy and 
sweetmeats is put upon the market 
to-day is exceedingly satisfactory,and 
in comparison to the dangerous com- 
pounds offered for sale some years 
ago, it may readily be seen what vast 
strides have been made in suppress- 
ing a fertile and dangerous source of 
illness and impaired constitutions. 

Many of the woes and sudden ill- 
nesses of children from apparently 
unguessed causes might have been 
traced directly to the consumption of 
these seemingly inoce nt and harmless 
trifles so dear to the hearts of child- 
hood, Many a mother has wondered 
what could cause the pale cheeks and 
listless actions of her children with- 
out for a moment connecting them 
with the consumption of surreptitious 
sweets, purchased at the corner candy 
store with the hoarded pennies of 
weeks.

All shades of color are also 
duced by the use of the varioug o 
line or coal tar compounds, allot 
which are claimed to be harmles 
when pure; Of these rosin, fuchsin o 
rosaniline, fluorescine and aniline 
blue, black, yellowand green are th 
most commonly used. 

Saffron is a yellow coloring matter 
obtained frem the dried stigma of 
the crocus sativus, a plant found 
throughout Asia Minor and Greece 
somewhat high priced and liable to 
be adulterated with the leaves of fy. 
ferior flowers having no color, Sef- 
ranin or saffron yellow, may be made 
from saffron by extracting with ether 
and subsequent treatment with lead 
salts. Saffiower (carthamus tinct. 
orius) on treatment with water aad 
acetic acid — two coloring mat. 
ters, one yellow and one red (cartha 
min.) The yellow acid principle has 
a very bitter taste and strong color. 
ing properties. 

Turmeric is the root of curcuma 
longa, and from it is extracted a yel 
low resinous body known as cureu- 
min, Curcumin is obtained in thin 
resinous flakes of a cinnamon color, 
but quite a yellow when ground tos 
powder. From alcohol it crystallizes 
in fine yellow crystals, which on ex 
posure to the fair and sunlight low 
their brilliant color, and become ofa 
whitish yellow hue. 

Litmus occurs in certain litchens 
(Rocella Variolaria), which undergo 
in the presence of alkali a kins of 
fermentation, resulting in a blu 
color, largely prepared in Holland 
and the Canary Islands. 

Indigo, one of the oldest know 
coloring matters mentioned by old 
historians, and known _ throughout 
ancient Egypt,is obtained from many 
species of the indigofera indigenous 
to the far East. he only Europeaa 
plant yielding indigo is woad, but 
this is of a much inferior quality, The 
active principle in the plant is ind: 
ean, which splits up into indiglucit 
and indigo-blue, on treatment with 
acids. Indigo blue is dark in coldt, 
inodorless and tasteless. 

Chlorophyll is the grreen colorag 
pomeanes of leaves and plants, 0 

as been obtained ina crystallite 
form. It is obtained by digestion of 
the leaves for several days with ether 
and subsequent treatment with alt 
hol and milk of lime.
